Belford, of Colorado, champion of the radical 
policy in Indian affairs, insisted that the Board 
had done one good thing, in that it had 
SECURED THE REMOVAL 
of Indian-Commissioner Hayt; but no efforts to 
save the Board were successful, and unless the 
Senate shall reverse this action the last organized 
vestige of the peace policy is doomed. The In- 
dian police, too, has been of the pet features of 
the Interior Department, and liberal sums have 
been asked to sustainit. An attempt, however, 
was made to overthrow it to-day by refusing ap- 
propriations for it on the ground that the police 
are not only not authorized, but that they were 
employed in the interest of lawlesness, and that 
they frequently incite outbreaks.

TRAIN TROUBLES. 

Quite an excited f prevails among the 
roads leading to Missouri River points on ac- 
count of the action of the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy in putting on m extra train to leave 
every Bunday for Atchiion via Creston. It is 
claimed by the other roads that this action is 
contrary to agreement, and they want the Bur- 
lington to take the train off.

mere question of right cuts ne figure. in 
the case. If the opposition to the third- 
term principle shall alienate votes that 
might otherwise be gained from the Demo- 
crats; if it shall strengthen the candidate 
running against the Republican nominee; if 
it shall serve to reconcile large numbers of 
voters to the Democratic cause who would 
otherwise avoid it; if it shall put an effective 
weapon in the hands of the enemy,—then pru- 
dence suggests that this new element of con- 
tention shall be avoided if possible.

President Woolsey, in his recent letter on 
the force of National habit as applied to the 
third term, recognized possible exigencies in 
which the precedent might safely be ignored. 
All agree that a great National emergency 
may arise which would justify the election 
of a citizen as President for a third term. If 
Gen. Grant be nominated, the question will 
come up whether or not such an emergency 
now exists. The Republicans will affirm, 
the Democrats will deny. Will Gen. Logan 
then be able to demonstrate to the satisfac- 
tion of the people that there is in this eountry, 
at the present time, any emergency which 
makes it “an imperative duty” for Gen. 
Grant to be a candidate, and to which no 
other citizen would be equal? 

Messrs. Storrs nd Swett were more felicit- 
ous in answering the third-term objections 
than Gen. Logan was, for they reverted at 
once to the fact that Gen. Grant has been out 
of office for four years, and that the interreg- 
num has broken the foree of the precedent. 
Mr. Storrs weakened his argument when he 
characterized the opposition to a third term 
in any case as a hysterical and sentimental 
objection,” for he thereby showed that he 
would ridieule it under any circumstances, 
and it is certainly not a matter for ridicule. 
Mr. Swett also erred when he declared that 
the only principle involved in the opposition 
to a third term is that a President shall not, 
by his enormousgpatronage, perpetuate his 
power,” and hence an interregnum is 
a complete answer to the objection. The 
anti-third-term sentiment rests upon stronger 
ground than this, as will be sufficiently set 
forth if the issue shall come before the peo- 
ple.

It matters little who is called 
to the head of the Government under 
the Liberal régime,—whether Mr. Glad- 
stone or Lord Hartington,-such a 
personal power cannot be obtained, 
as the strongest oppesition to it would come 
from within the organization of the party 
itself. No measure ean be proposed that will 
not meet with its severest criticism within 
the party, for the Liberals, unlike the Tories, 
will not acfept, and act, and vote in a solid 
and stolid phalanx. 

The third consequence of the election— 
and it is the most important of all—is the 
unquestioned fact that the influence and au- 
thority of the Government will now be ex- 
erted on the side of recently-liberated and 
rising nationalities instead of against them. 
With the election of a Liberal Government, 
the only obstacle that stood in the way of 
Grecian independence is removed, and Lord 
Beaconsfield’s “ uninteresting people“ have 
every reason to hope that now they can be 
freed from every vestige of Turkish rule.

himself with honor, hawever the Powers at 
St. Petersburg, Vienna, or Berlin may dis- 
trust or hate him. If he can go still further 
and bundle Turkey out of Europe and wipe 
out the last vestige of Asiastic power, which 
Beaconsfield has so long worshiped, on Eu- 
ropean soil, he would receive the plaudits of 
every man in the world who loves liberty. 


NOMINATION AND ELECTION. 

At the meeting of the friends and advo- 
cates of the third term in this city the speak- 
ers felt it necessary to enter upon a labored 
defense of their candidate, though no man 
was attacking him. 

In like manner these same speakers claimed 
that a third-term candidate would be nomi- 
nated beyond all question. This, of course, 
necessitated a further claim that the Demo- 
crats in several of the Southern States were 
so clamorous for a third-term President that 
they, if given the chance, would abandon 
the Democratic party and vote to perpetuate 
the Republican party in the possession 
of the Government, <As the wise thing 
to do in this case is to ascertain 
the facts, or, in the absence of the facts, the 
probabilities, let us examine these state- 
ments. It will require 185 Electoral votes to 
elect a President. The Territories being 
represented in the Convention, the whole 
number of delegates is 756, requiring 379 
votes in Convention to nominate the candi- 
date. 

New York with 7 votes, Pennsylvania 
with 58 votes, Missouri with 80 votes, Ken- 
tucky with 24 votes, have instructed for 
Grant, making an aggregate of 182 votes in 
Convention instructed for the third term, 
leaving only 187 additional votes necessary. 
The New England States, Iowa, Indiana, 
and Kansas are practically united against the 
third term. Ohio, Michigan, Minnesota, 
and Wisconsin, may be said to be in the 
same condition. The nomination, therefore, 
of a third-term candidate cannot be ac- 
complished by the votes of delegates repre- 
senting Republican States. , 

Leaving out of the estimate either way 
the vote of Illinois, which in all probability 
willbe equally divided, or give a majority 
adverse to the third term, we have at the 
present the fact that the third-term candidate 
ean only be nominated by the votes of the 
Solid South. We then have the following 
fact for the careful consideration of the Re- 
publican voters:

The plea that the Democrats of the South- 
ern States have been waiting for a third- 
term candidate to be nominated in order to 
vote the Republican ticket is hardly worthy 
of consideration. The only candidate against 
whom any portion of the South proposes to 
rebel is Mr. Tilden, but the Democrats do 
not prepose to nominate any man who will 
not command the vote of the Solid South, 
and they are confident that, with a third- 
term candidate by the Republicans, they can 
dispense with the votes of several South- 
ern States, as their success at the 
North will be assured. Are Republicans 
prepared to lose Ohio on the doubtful 
chance of getting Electoral votes in Virginia? 
Is success in Illinois to be jeopardized under 
the delusion that Florida will vote for athird 
term? Is the success of the Republican party 
to be put in peril because a trie of Senatorial 
dictators determine to punish Blaine or any 
other man who does not swear allegiance to 
them ? 

The Republican majority in the State of 
Ohio at several recent elections was less than 
5,000. The Electoral vote of Ohio is neces- 
sary to the election of the Republican candi- 
date; is this a time to invite certain defeat 
in Ohio, under the promise that Kentucky or 
Missouri will vote for a third-term Repub 
lican ?

THE ILLINOIS RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 
The news of the action of a part of the I 
lincis delegation in Congress before the 
Commerce Committee on Thursday was an 
agreeable surprise to everybody. Heretofore 
our large delegation in Washington, so far 
as the material, industrial, and comniercial 
interests of the State are concerned, have 
proved themselves almost entirely wortbless. 
For years past little or nothing has been done 
for the improvement of the Illinois River 
and the enlargement of the Illinois 
& Michigan Canal, a work of Nation- 
al importance, and in case of war 
a National necessity. They have been con- 
tent mainly to smoke in the lobby and draw 
their pay, while others have secured for 
their constituents Government appropriations 
for all sorts of worthy, and too many of them 
useless, schemes for pretended improvements. 
Last year, for instanee, Gov. Pound, of Wis- 
consin, obtained an appropriation of $150,000 
for the Fox River Canal and improvement, 
and our entire delegation got $40,000 fer the 
Illinois River. Was ever negligence and in- 
difference on the part of what was thought 
to be astrong body of public men more trans- 

parent and humiliating ? 

Now at last we have a man in Congress in 
the person of Gen. Hayes, of Grundy County, 
who seems to know how to doit. Athis 
solicitation a part of the Lilinois delegation 
had a hearing before the Commerce Com- 
mittee; and himself, Col. Boyd, Gen. Single- 
ton, and Col. Fort made pertinent and telling 
speeches. Gen. Hayes urged the fact that 
Illinois paid last year $9,500,000 internal 
revenue, and to ask only $400,000 to build a 
dam near Beardstown was surely a very 
moderate request and should be cheerfully 
granted. Thatand one other would make 
the Illinois River always navigable for large 
steamers to La Salle. Col. Boyd, Gen. Sin- 
gleton, and Col. Fort also presented conclu- 
sive arguments in favor of the work. 

It is stated that the other. members of the 
Illinois delegation are also to present argu- 
ments to the Committee, and it is hoped that 
Gen. Hayes will not cease to enlist the 
energies and the influence of the L[linois 
members, and use their power in a way that 
shall eommand the consent of Congress to 
the successful completion of this great Na- 
tional enterprise. They can, by united, per- 
sistent effort, get anything that is right and 
for the best interests of the West, and they 
are in duty bound to do it. We may as well 
speak plainly while on this subject, and tell 


soft, comfortable seats they must show more 
activity and achieve more success in 
behalf of the interests of their constituents, 
Gov. Pound is asking for and we hope he 
will get his half a million for his Mississippi 
reservoirs, but what are they all combined 
compared with Lake Michigan, whose waters 
with an adequate channel would render the 
Illinois and the Mississippi always navigable 
for large steamers, thus opening a magnifi- 
cent water-way through the heart of the 
Nation from New Orleans to New York and 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence? Gentlemen of the 
Illinois delegation, this is the most important 
work your constituents expect you to accom- 
plish, and the people expect you to do what 
you can for it. At last you have started 
right.

THE COUNCIL. 
BXOAVATING IN THE STREETS. 

An adjourned meeting of the City Council 
was held last evening, Mayor Harrison in the 
chair. 

Aid. Dixon presented an order instructing the 
Law Department to prepare an ordinance cov- 
ering the excavating of streets and alleys for 
private purposes, which would protect the city’s 
interest in such matters. 

The Mayor explained that Field, Leiter & Co. 
had applied for a permit to excavate in an alley 
to set up a boiler, but, there being no ordinance 
on the subject, it had not been granted. 

Ald. Throop said the firm in question was al- 
ready using an alley running from Market 
street, aud he thought it was dangerous, and 
that the Council should move slow in the matter. 
If such an ordinance was passed ft would re- 
sult in riddiing the alleys generally, and he 
thought the order should be referred. 

Some further discussion followed, and the or- 
der was referred to the Judiciary Committee.

GRANT AT CAIRO. 


The General and Party Reach 
That City from Little 
Rock, 


And Are Tendered a Very 
Marked Reception by the 
Cairo People. 


Addresses of Welcome by the 
Mayor and Ex-State Sen- 
ator Green. 


Gen. Grant Makes a Lengthy and 
Feeling Response in 
Return. 


The Party to Leave Cairo This Morning 
for Bloomington, III. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Carmo, III., April 16.—Gen. U. 8: Grant and 
party arrived in this city this afternoon about 
2:80 o’clock from Little Bock on a special train 
over the Iron Mountain Road. He was met on 
the Missouri shore by a delegation of citizens, 
who escorted him to the cityon the transfer 
steamer Morgan. The car containing the Gen- 
eral was taken off the boat at the incline and 
brought down the levee to the Illinois Central 
Railroad depot, where he entered a carriage and, 
headinghe procession in which visiting militia, 
firemen of the city, and other organizations 
participated, was driven through the principal 
streets of the city to the Market-House Square, 
where a stand had been erected. Here he 
was formally welcomed by the Mayor and Judge 
W. H. Green. That of the lattter was on the 
part ot the citizens. Ex-State Senator Green has 
always been known as an intense Democrat, and 
that very fact shows how desirous the people 
were “to render unto Cesar” that praise which 
is his due.

ALASKA AND PATAGONIA. 

The Rev. Sheldon Jackson was the first Amer- 
ican missionary who visited our Northern Terri- 
tory of Alaska. He appears to have been favor- 
ably impressed with everything he saw, except 
the condition of the natives and the tardiness 
with which appeals for assistance in the mission- 
ary fleld were responded to. Aided by Mrs. Mo- 
Fariand,—a noble, selt-sacrificing woman, who 
bas made Alaska her home and the Indians there 
her especial care,—Mr. Jackson established a 
Mission School, an Industrial Home, and other 
similar institutions, and really accomplished, 
with the assistance of others, a great deal for 
which he is justly thankful. 80 far as we are 
led to form any conclusion as to the merit of 
his work, however, after a careful reading of 
his book, it seems very clear that the greater 
part of the burden was borne by others,—just 
as the greater part of the book is composed of 
letters written to him by those who lived and 
worked at Fort Wrangell and at Sitka. That 
the author explored the field ascertainedits needs 
and wants, advised in all things that were un- 
dertaken tor its cultivation, is true, and greatly 
to his credit. The information he furnishes 
about the climate, topography, geogra- 
phy, geology, and history of Alaska is 
interesting to those who care anything about a 
territorial subdivision of our country which is 
as large as all of the United States east of the 
Mississippi River and north of Alabama, Geor- 
gia, and North Carolina. But even here Mr. 
Jackson's information is largely borrowed from 
other sources, and some of his statements are 
too highly colored to be accepted without con- 
siderable modification. Particularly is this true 
of his pictures of the genial climate of Alaska, 
and its adaptability for fruits, flowers, and veg- 
etables. But a great deal of useful information 
is contained in the first third of the book, and 
the illustrations—although carelesly and badly 
printed—give some new ideas about our North- 
ern acquisition, its citizens, and their daily life. 
The remaining two-thirds of the not very large 
work is the narrative, told by the missionaries 
themselves, of their work and their success 
among the heathen. 

Of the peopie we maysay that their moral deg- 
radationas almost inconceivable. There is no 
particular reason why it should not be, since 
their moral instruction has never been very 
faithfully attended to, but we realize what abso- 
lute and utter human degradation means when 
we read some of Mr. Jackson's statements. The 
women especially are regarded as somewhat in- 
ferior to brutes. The theory of the Alaska 
Indian is apparently that woman came 
into the world by mistake, and the only 
way he can help her to § rectify 
the mistake is by putting her out of 
it as speedily as possible. Says Mr. Jackson: 

“Despised by their fathers, sold by their 
mothers, imposed upon by their brothers, ill- 
treated by their husbands, cast out in their 


widowhbood, living lives of toil and low sensual 

pleasure, untaught and uncared for, with no 

true —— u this world and no hopes for 

the world to crushed by a cruel heathen- 

ism, it is no wonder that many of them end their 
y m and wretchedness with suicide.”’ 

And Capt. Morgan, a veteran whaling captain, 


adds: 

I have read all that my Brother Sheldon 
Jackson has published concerning Alaska, and I 
know of but one mistake he makes. He does 
not say enough. He has not told you one-half 
the — of those Northern Indians, and 
I do not know where the suffering comes 
heavier than on the women, who are siaves and 
beasts of burden. These pictures our brother 
has given are not strong eno . You would 
— that the human family could be brought so 
ow.“ 

Some interesting statements are made in re- 
gard to Sitka, which was once a proud commer- 
cial city, the centre of an extensive commerce, 
and capital of a large province, with man 


schools and seminaries. It has a beautiful, 


island-studded bay, and it is thought that the 
opening of the gold mines and the great salmon- 
canning interests will tend to revive its former 
rosperity. it was first visited by Baranoff in 
1799, who built a fort which he _ called 
Fort Archangel Gabriel, and took 
sessi country for Russia. 
Three years later the Indians rose, captured the 
fort, and murdered all the officers and thirty 
men. In 1804 Baranoff returned and recaptured 
the town and built Fort Archangel Michael, the 
settlement tak the name of New Archangel. 
From 1809 shipbuilding became one of the indus- 
tries of the piace. In 1810 Sitka was visited by 
the Enterprise, one of the ships of John Jaco 
Astor's fur company. e same year a Greek 
priest arrived in a sloop-of-war to minister to 
the colonists. The first resident physician did 
not reach Sitka until ten years later. In 1832 
Baron Wrangell transfered the Capital of Rus- 
sian America from St. Paul to Sitka. In 1834 it 
was made the seat of a Bishopric. In 1837 the 
first steam-engine was introduced into the 
colony. The schools were discontinued in 1567, 
and no others supplied their place until the ar- 
rival of the Rev. John G. 9 and Miss Kel- 
1 , Presbyterian missionaries, in 1878. 
That Alaska and the Alaskans may be civilized, 
taught, and made good citizens is evidentiy Mr. 
Jackson's belief, as it is also another tenet of 
his creed that this valuable acquisition of terri- 
tory has been too long neglected by Govern- 
ment and by individuals. The pictures given 
are highly colored, and we think the author 
rone to being oversanguine and too confident. 
ut there is no question as to the value of the 
work done and the importance of doing more if 
we wish to make anything at all out of the Ter- 
ritory of Alaska. The book has some typo- 
aphical errors, the printing has been careles- 
fy dove, and the illustrations blurred. 
„Adventures in Patagonia: A Missionary’s 
Trip,” is indeed, as its name implies, 
a story of adventures, in a land situated at the 
southern extremity of this Hemisphere as 
Alaska is at its northern limit. Unlike Mr. 
Jackson's book, the Rev. Dr. Coan deals almost 
entirely with his own personal experiences, and 
while we can but regret his absolute and utter 
failure to accomplish anything by his stay 
among the brutish Patagonians, we are filled 
with admiration for the wonderful courage, the 
iron nerve, the dauntless faith and confidence 
in Providence of the two unarmed men who for 
seventy-two days lived, traveled, ate, and 
—— for different Pa ynian tribes; and this, 
too, without understand a single word of 
their language. Their lives were in danger 
nearly every day,—a single false or suspicious 
movement, and they would have torn to 
pieces,—but their courage never faltered, and, 
though their mission was from the outset fool- 
hardy and unwise, they proved themselves to be 
true beroes. The Patagonians are even more 
degraded, more brutish, than the Alaskans; 
nothing is unfit for their food, and parasites and 
other insects are literally devoured with eager- 
ness. They are brave to the extent of patiently 
enduring pain, but they have no moral sense, 
are treacherous and . deceitful, nomadic in their 
mode of life, filthy in their habits and personal 
appearance, thieves by instinct, and lower than 
some animals by nature. By reputation they 
were accused of cannibalism; shipmasters had 
spoken of them as giants in size and strength, and 
dungerous alike to friend and foe; their dialect 
varied and unknown; their country was by 
some described as a barren wilderness, by others 
as a land of plenty. Yet in face of all these dis- 
couraging facts the Rev. Titus Coan and Mr. 
Arms deliberately, and even cheerfully, set out 
to live among the savages and labor for their 
conversion. And they only abandoned their 
purpese when thoro convinced of the im- 
ibility of success. . Coan, as the chron- 
cler of the expedition, has furnished a graphic, 
interesting, simple narrative,—interesting, not

A GUIDE TO MODERN ENGLISH 
HISTORY. 

The English are not likely to suffer from lack 
of information about their own country. With- 
ma few months we have had such elaborate 
works as Bagehot’s, Escott’s,and Amos’, and now 
William Cory bas decided to continue the series. 
His statement as to the origin or raison d' etre of 
his work is somewhat peculiar. He says that 
some years ago he attempted to give a foreign 
guest, who was neither a Christian nor a Eu- 
ropean, an outline of English politics, the for- 
eigner being at that time engaged in reading 
English history for an examination at one of 


{| the Inns of Court. This experience led Mr. 


Cory to write a book for the convVenience not 
only of “intelligent Frenchmen, who do indeed 
make a gress many mistakes about English 
thi but for English gentiefolks and edu- 
ca voters who. have but little knowledge 
about the meaning of certain references em- 
loyed in tical writings. He has called his 
xk “ A Guide to Modern English History.“ It 
will serve as an excellent band-book to any 
student of England. There isan abundance of 
thought, with clearness, precision, and simpli- 
city.of ex ion, 

e book is epigrammatically written, but, as 
Spencer said. a very great deal of thinking is 
done in an irregular way. While this may seem 
a novel method of teaching history, it has, 
nevertheless, Many advantages. It is uncon- 
ventional, and converts the carcless reader into 
an interested thinker; and Mr. Cory seems to 
have especial facility in this mode of expression. 
He is decided in his judgments, without being a 
8 his style is plain and apparently super- 

cial or careless, but this arises from the 
peculiar circumstances under which the book 
was compiled.

These statements require qualification. Take a 
few samples of his style. e has this reference 
to the Waverley Novels: “Heretofore the fic- 
tions tolerated in virtuous parlors had sounded 
like the purring of.tame cats. In the Waverley 
period there was heard twice a year a brave 
man’s trumpet and no one was afraid to listen.“ 
Of Shelley the author says: “Similar to Lord 
Byron in unmeasured fluency and literary self 
indulgence was Mr. Shelley; in life far less pop- 
ular, after death more honored,and perhaps 
more profitably imitated, he, too, kicked 
ainst the customa restraints of the 
nglish gentry, and contributed not a little to 
the stock of indignation which was gathering for 
the day of freedom.” With Mr. Cory’s literary 
judgments we do not always agree. His char- 
acter-drawing is, however, admirable. He thus 
sketches the hero of Waterloo: “The English 
General who stood first without a rival was the 
Duke of Wellington. He was probably the 
greatest man that ever was sincerely content to 
serve. During his fifty years of conspicuous 
public life he accepted every opportunity of 
serving the State as naturally as a horse takes 
food, and he conformed to all law and all social 
obligation just as if he had noself-love. He 
never set =e for a statesman, but in givir 
counsel and in getting things done he surpassc 
those Englishmen and those foreigners who 


made it their business to frame and execute a 


policy. If he had been more enthusiastic, he 

could not have been more daring; if he bad been 

trained in philosophy, he could hardly have been 
more judicious. So far from being an enthu- 

Siast or philosopher, he was substantially 

1 man of pleasure, and he wus 

not without hardness ot heart. It cost him 

no effort to be perfectly truthful, although he 
could not always so completely rule his tongue 
or his pen as not to scold or scoff a little more 
than he intended. Though not a professor of 
friendship, he was attached to his like-minded 
master in politics, Lora Castlereagh: and when 
the meeting of Parliament compelled the First 

Commoner to go home, he took his place at 

Vienna just as one partner succeeds another in 

trading.

INSECTS ABROAD. 

This is a companion volume to “Insects at 
Home,“ by the same author, and concludes the 
interesting studies in insect life begun in that 
work, in which only those spevies found in the 
British Islands are described. The present vol- 
ume notices those found in America and other 
countries. It purports to be an entomological 
work, and such it undoubtedly is, without, how- 
ever, being a scientific treatise. It belongs to 
what the Nation has not inaptly termed the 
light literature of natural history.” It de- 
scribes some 860 insects and gives illustrations 
of over 600. The classification adopted is that 
of the English authorities. Its descriptions of 
the habits and peculiarities of the members of 
the insect world are interesting. Some of the 
stories told are rather marvelous. The author 
has drawn liberaily from the best authorities, 80 
that his information and facts are accurate. 
The illustrations in the main are good. Evi- 
dently an immense amount of labor has been 
expended upon the book. In the preface, 
among other things, he says: 

“Even in civilized lands insects are utilized as 
food. Putting aside the chcese- mites and ‘ hop- 

rs’ with which we are all familiar, we find tho 

exicans employing acertain honey-gathering 
ant for the purpose of making mead. In Europe 
the common wood ant is much used in the man- 
ufacture of vinegar, and in the South of France 
the same insect is pressed into the service of the 
pastry-cook, being used to flavor a certain sort 
of cream called * créme aux fourmis.’

Stocks Open Very Weak, but 
Rally Sharply. 
The Recovery Due Mainly to Pur- 
chases by the Shorts. 


Governments Dull and Weak—In- 
creased Currency Receipts. 


The Produce Markets Less Active, bat Steadier— 
They Show a Reaction. 


A Better Feeling in Wheat and Provis- 
ions—Freights Rather Weak. 


FINANCIAL. 


The stock market opened with an appearance 
of great weakness, and the first quotations 
showed a decline for nearly everything on the 
list. There was a brief rally, after which the 
downward movement was resumed. It was 
soon brought to a halt,-apparently to keep it 
within control and prevent it from degenerat- 
ing into panic, of which there were some mut- 
terings. Toward the close the usual rally took 
place. This was manifestly caused by purchases 
by the shorts, and not by the entrance of buyers 
for a rise. There isa good deal of money beld 
for investment in stocks, but it is waiting for 


coming 

coal stocks, the Grangers, and the Southwest- 
ern stocks have been sold short by Chi- 
cago operators. There was some covering 
in the afternoon, but on many of the sales 
there was no opportunity to cover at a profit. 


The strongest influence at work to produce a 


decline is, apart from the manipuiations of the 
Wali street professionals, a feeling among in- 
vestors and speculators that stocks must go the 
same road as commodities have lately gone. 
This reasoning has much apparent force, but it 
must be remembered that, as stocks were the 
first to go up, they were the first to go down. 
The disastrous break in stocks last November 
was the precursor of the recent drop in the 
prices of commodities. But there is a powerful 
party which insist that, although there bas been 
a reaction, it has not been severe enough, and 
they are consequently selling stocks per 
sistently. They have assistance, which can 
hardly be overestimated, in the fact that 
just now the direction of all prices 
seems to be downward. All the markets have 
the look of going lower. It will be well for 
amateurs in speculation not to be too hot in 
following the leaders in selling short. On a 
long view, itis as nearly certain as anything 
can be that the great rise in prices which began 
a year ago has not yet ceased, either in this 
country or Europe. The new era of prosperity 
has not yet reached its zenith. There must be 
ups as well as downs, and this is one of the 
downs. Only the event can tell whether the 
bottom has been reached. But in making cai- 
culations as to the immediate future it must be 
remembered that this latest reaction in stocks has 
already lasted about four weeks, and that the 
effect of the lowered prices of commodities is 
to help stocks. Lower prices for cotton, grain, 
provisions, iron, lumber ease the money mar- 
ket, stimulate exports, and restore the activity 
of manufactures, building, and the like that 
have been arrested by too high prices. 
Almost all the active stocks showed gains on 
the closing prices of the day before, but they 
were slight in comparison with the losses made 
then and on preceding days. C., C., C. & I. sold 
down to 75, closing at 764%. Illinois Central ranged 
between 105% and 104K. closing at the former 
price. New York Central, after selling at 129%, 
closed at 130%, a gain of MK. Michigan Central was 
90% @504 G91 X¥@91\. Lake Shore advanced K. to 
106%, after going as low as 106%. Erie seemed 
very weak at the opening, and sold at 41% for 
the common and 68% for the preferred, but sold 
finally at 42% and 66. The Granger stocks have 
been the favorits of the shorts, on account of 
the uncertainty of the coming crop and the 
fact that most of the business depending on the 
last had been done. Northwestern went off to 
92, recovering to #4, and St. Paul to 75%, selling 
finally at 774. Wabash fluctuated between 38% 
and 40, Ohio between 38% and 34. St. Joe, after 
dropping from 32 to 31, sprang back to 33%, clos- 
ing at 33. The preferred sank to 66, at which 
point some shorts were put out, whereupon it 
sailed up to 68%, losing afterward 
A. to 67%. The coal stocks opened with 
special signs of weakness. Hudson was forced 
off from 81% to 81. Lackawanna from 89 to &&.

THERE IS COMMON-SENSE 

in all Mr. Blaine’s utterances, and snap in his 
mode of expression. Quickness and personal 
magnetism constitute the quintesscence of the 
powerful impression produced his addresses. 
In that remarkable winter of "76, when the 
Speaker resumed his seat on the floor of the 
Representative Chamber, frequent were the 
challenges to tilt with the leaders of the majori- 
ty. Right gallant bouts were those. Legislative 
assembly never witn scenes more dramatic. 
Pitted against a whole band of oratorsof no 
mean ibre, Blaine held his own most brilliant- 
ly. Despite such odds against him, despite the 
2mocratic sympathics of Washington audi- 
ences, the member from Maine carried all be- 
fore bim,—winning applause often amounting to 
the wildest enthusiasm from prejudiced audi- 
tories and adverse majorities. No one under- 
stands better than Mr. Blaine the art of first 
winning the support of his hearers, and when 
once sure of this, making use of their plaudits 
to assist him in hushing an opponent in debate. 

One when the chivalric Tucker was address- 

ing the House, Mr. Blaine rose and questioned 

him concerning the accuracy of his statements. 

Mr. Tucker's reply implied t he doubted Mr. 

Blain®’s ability to pass correct judgment on 

legal subjects, as that gentleman was not a law- 

yer. Blaine's memory enabled him to rejoin by 
reminding the distinguished member from Vir-

HIS POWER OF RIDICULE. 


Wo is him upon whom falls the contemptuous 
ridicule of Maine's adopted son. Dubbed for- 
ever with a mortifying nickname are those few 
men who have exposed themselves to the brunt 
of Mr. Blaine's withering sarcasm. Early in his 
Congressional careér, incensed at Conkling’s 
overbearing Vuigarity, and amused at his laugh- 
able pomposity, he applied to him the appropri- 
ate epithet of tuxkey-gobbler.“ Not long since 
the strutting Senator from New York, while 
washing his face in the Senate ante-room, was 
asked by a bystander if he would never forgive 
Mr. Blaine. Clasping his hands over his fore- 
head he 3 in his wonted stagy fashion: 
“Never! so long as memory finds a place in this 
distracted brain of mine.” That National buf- 
foon, Cox, of New York, owes to Blaine the sobri- 
quets of Sunset and “Dewdrop” Cox. and 
probably many others suggested b his con- 
temptible efforts in his speeches to play the 
clown. Also attributed to Senator Blaine, is the 
description of the Massachusetts Butler as: “A 
122 successful cross between a fox and 
a hog. 

COMPARISONS WITH GREAT MEN. 

A resemblance between Blaine and Gambetta 
has suggested itself to some peopie. A similari- 
ty does, perhaps, exist. It is not, however, en- 
tirely complimentary to the American. Both are 
patriots, both likewise ambitious. Would it not 
indeed be remarkable if these two statesmen 
with characteristics in commen, should simul- 
taneously occupy the Chief Magistracies of the 
greatest Republics of modern times? Their 
points of dissimilarity are, to be sure, many. 
Biaine is a gentleman by birth, by education. 
and by feelings. Gambetta is reputed to be 
much the reverse. Blaine is probably the most 
popular man of theday. Gambetta's personui 
enemies are legion. A few years ago the writer 
enjoyed the privilege of hearing the fllustrious 
Gambetta address the Assembié Nationale at 
Versailles.

Blaine. with the splendid 
magnanimity of his nature, favored the meas- 
ure of the man who had greatly helped to 
frustrate his Presidential aspirations, 

MR. BLAINE’S MEMORY : 
is phenomenal. It is recalled how astonished 
was the old farmer whom the statesman, when 
in Ohio last summer, immediately recognized, 
although he had seen him but once, a quarter of 
a century before. When Senator Blaine men- 
tioned the place of their first meeting, the yeo- 
man shook his head, insisting that be had never 
been to the town designated, till reminded of 
the circumstances of their coming together, 
when he at once remembered having driven once 
on a market-day to tne hamlet in question. 
Mr. Blaine’s indefatigable attention to — 18 
one of the signal merits that distinguished him 
in the Speaker's, as well as subsequently in his 
Senatorial, seat. For long days he has almost 
uninterruptedly presided over the temper-try- 
ing sittings of the House of Representatives. 
Barely absent even at evéening-session, if official 
dinner called him away for a time, he would 
soon return, and, in evening costume, patiently 
= all night long in the chair of the presiding 
officer. 

He may justly be considered a model of that 
type of man—now, alas, somewhat rare—who is 
so entirely sure of his high position, and of his 
right to it, that he never fears to be cordial to 
everyone, however humbie,—true noblesse 
oblige. He revives the old-time theory of those 
aristocrats who were so sure of the whiteness of 
their own hands as to free them from the appre- 
hension of being smutched by the grasp of the 
blackest of fingers. His is a politeness ‘that is 
rather omitted to equais than to inferiors. His 
house in Washington is a single four-story onc, 
sandwiched between the houses of Gens.

Swann and Fernando Wood on the 
other. It isa centre of hospitalities. Mr. Blaine 
is fond of social intercourse, and is a prominent 
figure in gatherings of his peers in age, and of 
those younger and gayer than himself, for whom 
he always has a word of cncouragement. He 
seems glad to promote, rather than to throw a 
damper upon, their amusements and merriment.

Great was 
the amusement of his hosts and his own morti- 
fication when he appeared at the banquet clad in 
blue flannels in the midst of a company of 
world-traveled gentlemen attired as befitted the 
occasion.
